Precedents from former Times are of infinite Service 
to Authors who employ their Time in this Kind of 
Writing, What ferv’d the Purpofe of one Oppofition 
can never be very wide of the Deligns of another. Good 
Minifters have been oppos'd as well as bad. The Out- 
cry againft Clarendon was ftronger than againft Bucking- 
ham. The juft and the evil Minifter have this in com- 
mon, that both are poflefs'd of Power , and it cofts a 
Writer of no Con{cience very little Pains to charge both 
with making the fame Ufe of it, Sejanus was a great 
Villain ; Tacitus {applies us with abundant Proofs of it : 
But Sejanus was alfo a Great Man, and therefore if you 
call any Great Man by his Name, you may pafs him updn 
the Vulgar for as great a Villain, without ‘any Proots at 
all. The Multitude are no Logicians’, he who affrts 
roundly will very feldom fail to carry his Ciufe be, 
fore them ; and this being a Truth notorious, we necd 
not wonder the Application is often made. Affirming 
isa Kind of Evidence, indeed the only Kind of Evidence, 
in every Libeller’s Power ; of this therefore he will never 
be {paridg, and if he is refuted, his Remedy is at hand, 
he affirms again with greater Heat than before. 

Aliegory is a conftant Refource of the Enemies of the 
Great, it affords them an Opportunity of exerting their 
Malice and ftretching their Imaginations to the urmott. 
What the moft determin’d Satirift would bluth to write, 
is thrown abroad in this Way without Concern. In or- 
der to be convinc’d of this, we need only remember the 
Vifion of the Golden Rump, and fome Latin Pieces from 
the fame ingenious Hand. Thefe will convince us, that 
when Men have fold themfeives to a Faction, and hve 
nothing elfe in view but the an{wering at any rate its 
Ends, they will fuggeft whatever rifes in their own di- 
ftemper'd Minds, without Refpe& to Decency or Truth, 
when they once come to believe that the thin Veil of 
Allegory will be fufficient to cover them from the Con- 
tempt of the Publick, as well as from irs Juftice.

He who pre- 
tends to fay, that it-ts-pra€ticable for any Adminiftration 
to infringe our Liberties, to invade our Properties, or to 
alter our Conftitution, without its being evident to all 
the World, talks like a Knave or a Fool; like a Knave, 
if he means only to deceive us, by telling aStory which 


enough to {wallow fuch a glarmg Ab{urdity, and to cré- 
dit the few angry Heads of a reftiefs, intriguing Fact:on, 
at the Expence of his Reafon, Duty and Experience. 
There is nothing eafier than to difcern whether we are 
govern’d by Force or by Law, and to pretend to raife 
Doubts and Sufpicions about this is to take away alt po- 
| tical Certainty, and to leave us without any Standard or 
Meafure of Obedience. Yet to this fome of the Allego- 
ries vifibly tend which I have mentien’d, and of Confe- 
quence they are Examples of a ftrange Depravity of Tufte, 
whereby Men are brought to prefer the Tite of a Wit to 
the Character of a loyal Subje&, and an honeft and ufeful 
Member of Society ; which whoever attentively confi- 
ders muft own to be a Depravity indce!.

* Day all his Majefty’s Phyficians declar’d that there were 
‘ great Hopes of her Recovery, the Pock, being of a fa- 
* vourable Sort; but it foon appear’d they were miftaken 
‘ in their Judgment, for in a tew Hours after the Pastules 
* difappear’d, and her Majefty exprefs’d her Senfe of her’ 
‘ approaching End. She recommended her{-lt, the King
